There 
is a sharp line dividing autocracy 
and democracy. They cannot both 
continue in this world. 

Every American who is eating 
more today than is necessary to 
maintain life and health, or who 
refuses to carry out the changing 
needs of the Food Administra- 
tion’s program, is working a- 
gainst America and for Germany 
in this war.—Official Bulletin.
